'Pipe Dream' 
Has Come True 


Indians Win Lawsuits 


Begun In 1946 


PETOSKEY (AP)—They called it "Dominic's Indian 


Pipe Dream." But it came true. 


The Ottawa and Chippewa In- 


dians — inhabitants mainly of 
northern Michigan — will get 
$13 million as a result of the 
successful lawsuits begun by 
Robert Dominic in 1946. 


More than 600 of the 6,000 


members of the Northern Mich- 
igan Ottawa Association attend- 
ed a session in Petoskey this 
month. The roll of Indians also 
is expected to increase before 
distribution day when the funds 
are awarded. 


Only about 20 Indians 
at- 


tended the first session at a 
Petoskey grocery store in 1946, 
when Dominic outlined his plans 
to get the federal government to 
reimburse the Indians for lands 
taken from them more than 150 
years earlier. 


Dominic — an Ottawa - Chip- 


pewa 
born 
near 
Harbor 


Springs — first had to prove to 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs that 
Michigan still had thousands of 
the descendants of the Indians 
who roamed the wilderness be- 


fore statehood. 


His 
wife, 
a 
great-grand 


daughter of a chief of the Gram 
River Ottawas, had 
helped him 


throughout ehe campaign. The 
were married in 1940. 


They traveled throughout th 


state, getting signatures of 3,01 
persons who could trace the 
ancestry to the 1910 Durant ro' 
the last federal census of Mich 
gan Indians. 


After convincing the Bureau 


Indian Affairs of Michigan's I 
'dian population, the claim wa 
filed in 1948. The 
Indian Claim 


Commission later recognized th 
Indian's claims.

LIGHTNING STARTS FIRE 


South Haven state police re- 


ported that lightning struck an 
oil tank owned by Ford Oil 
company in Lee township near 
Holland, blowing off the top of 
the tank, setting fire to the tank 
and completely destroying 
it.

A third conclusion, admittedly 


a stretched one, is the relation- 
ship between Cuba and the U.b. 
For all the bombast Castro gives 
his people about Yankee im- 
perialism and the official chilli- 
ness between Havana.and Wash- 
ington, the rumor persists that 
the two governments would like 
to patch up their differences to 
some extent. 


Castro has persistent economic 


problems which his Russian aid 
does not solve. We have strategic 
considerations of 
global con- 


sequence w h i c h an untrust- 
worthy neighbor compounds. 


Some back scratching obvious- 


ly is in order, the only question 
being how can it be done without 
either side losing face. 


According the Panthers a com- 


fortable asylum is a self ap- 
parent block to reaching what- 
ever accord might be possible. 


Whatever Castro's motivation 


may be, any of the foregoing or 
others of his own thought proc- 
ess, the Panthers are learning the 
hard way what is meant by the 
old proverb about the grass 
always looking greener on the 
other side of the fence. 


Streamlining Congress 


'" While the nation's attention 
has been directed toward an 
avalanche of laws and regula- 
tions to improve the performance 
of private industry, the machin- 
ery of government which makes 
#ie laws and administers them 
has become increasingly com- 
plex, archaic and impotent to 
deal intelligently with many of 
today's problems. The state of 
Congress and pressures for re- 
form, were the subject of a recent 
'feature in The Wall Street Journ- 
al by Norman C. Miller. Miller 
begins his article by quoting one 
critic who says, "The House is 
like the Black Hole of Calcutta. 
Another critic, a freshman con- 
'gressman, observes of the con- 
gressional parliamentary jungle, 
•."Nothing prepares you for its 
-•horrors."

'Miller, Congress, which is with- 
out a doubt the most powerful 
legislative body in the world and, 
as. such, subject to no disciplin- 
ary authority other than the 
electorate, has resisted internal 
•change to a degree that many 
newer members find nearly intol- 
erable. 
, 
"' One of the measures proposed 
by a number of members seeking 
.fundamental change is the in- 
stallation 
of computers. They 


help legislators with tasks rang- 
ing from answering their mail to 
.analyzing the present 
budget 


proposals. As Miller points out, ". 


. Congressmen often feel help- 


less in the face of the growing 
complexity of their work . . . 
House leaders currently are in- 
specting a computer system that 
could store an array of informa- 
tion and answer legislators' quer- 
ies by flashing data on TV-like 
screens in congressional offices." 
.But as Miller observes, "The 
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much more difficult reform ob- 
jective is to limit the power 
wielded by committee chairmen 
and other senior Congressmen, 
while opening up more opportun- 
ities for rank and file legislators 
to make their influence felt." 


Changes that 
Congressional 


reformers are after include re- 
striction of proxy 
voting 
by 


absentee committee members, a 
device that now allows some 
chairmen and other senior mem- 
bers to control absentees' prox- 
ies; the opening of committee 
meetings to the public, with few 
exceptions, and allow radio and 
TV coverage of open hearings; 
requiring written procedure rules 
for all committees, thus opening 
more avenues for a committee 
majority to override a chairman. 


Veteran observers see little 


chance for the adoption of many 
of these alleged reforms. Miller 
notes, "Perhaps the least contro- 
versial 
reform 
proposals 
are 


those designed to improve con- 
gressional control of the budget." 
He also said with respect to 
electronic aids, "Congress is mov- 
ing 
slowly toward equipping 


itself w i t h computers, quite 
apart from the general reform 
drive." Most of this computeriza- 
tion at present has to do with 
"housekeeping," but as time goes 
on, the chances are good that 
computers will be used to store 
and serve up data on legislation, 
the budget and other topics. 


One thing is certain: whatever 


is done to improve the machinery 
and the lawmaking procedures of 
Congress will be done slowly and 
with what many will feel is 
undue deliberation. While fresh- 
men Congressmen and citizens 
alike may grow impatient with 
the bungling democratic process, 
of which Congress is the world's 
prime example, we must realize 
that government in a democratic 
society should never be expected 
lo act with the efficiency and 
dispatch of a dictatorship, or of 
private enterprise for that mat- 
ter. For many, the obvious moral 
in the necessarily siow pace of 
Congressional 
reform 
is that 


' 
government 
in 
a 
democracy 


should never cross the line into 
the provin.:u of enterprise where 
production, efficiency and keep- 
ing up with tin; times arc im- 
perative. In reality, the seeming 
slowness a n d 
inefficiency 
of 


democratic government may be 
it's most admirable quality. It 
leave;', plenty of room for dissent,

For contrast, consider this 


case: 


A man arrested with a gun in 


his pocket argued that it had 
not really been concealed, be- 
cause it made a distinct and 
visible bulge. 
NOT CONCEALED 


But the court decided there 


was still sufficient concealment 
to make the man guilty of the 
charge. The judge said a mere 
bulge was not enough warning, 
to an ordinary observer, that 
the man was armed. 


It is this test — obviousness 


to an ordinary observer — that

Jacoby got to six clubs and 


. might have been in trouble had 


West led a spade, but what 
actually 
happened was 
that 


Mrs. 
Culbertson led the ace of 


hearts even though it was not 
her turn to lead. 


Under the prevailing laws, 


this gave declarer the right to 
call for the lead of a specified 


suit. Jacoby thereupon request- 
ed a diamond opening. When 
Culbertson led the four,. Jacoby 
put up dummy's jack, which 
held, arid later lost only a heart 
trick to make the slam. 


The lead out of turn 
was 


helpful because, against a spade 
lead, Jacoby might have lost a 
heart and a diamond for down 
one. 


However, by taking the right 


view, Jacoby would still have 
made the slam. 


Let's assume West had led a 


spade. Declarer wins with the 
king, 
draws two rounds of 


trumps, ending in dummy, and 
plays the eight of hearts. 


If East rises with the ace, 


South obviously has the rest — 
since he can later discard a 
diamond from dummy on his 
king of hearts. So let's say that 
East follows low and South 
wins with the lung. 


Declarer now enters dummy 


with a trump, cashes the ace of 
spades—on which he discards a 
heart—and ruffs a spade. When 
West shows out, East becomes 
marked with a seven-card suit. 


Declarer therefore 'assumes 


that East is short in diamonds 
and takes full advantage of the 
situation by cashing the A-K of 
diamonds before exiting with a 
heart. East wins with the ace, 
but must yield a 
ruff 
and 


discard, permitting South to 
avoid the diamond loser.

Firm executives 
and insurance adjusters would 
be inspecting the premises to 
determine extent of damage.

DINERS FLED 


The fire erupted in the Amer- 


ica's Best Steak House restau- 
rant, 139 East Main street, and 
forced an estimated 35-40 diners 
plus employes to flee. The 
restaurant is located in the 
southwest corner of the building 
which houses the furniture firm 
as well as Wilder's Book store.

"At

Floor joists between the first 


and .second levels above the 
restaurant were charred exten- 
sively, Caddie commented. 


Firemen were at the scene for 


three hours. Ceiling tile above 
the grill was removed to get to 
the spreading flames. Benton 
Harbor police blocked off Main 
street traffic at Pipestone and 
Sixth streets.

Neil Armstrong and Edwin 


Aldrin will spend about 24 hours 
on moon. Between the 
two 


exploratory and rest periods, 
they will eat two meals there. 


Their first scheduled meal to 


be eaten on the moon will 
consist of bacon squares, peach- 
es, sugar cookie cubes, pineap- 
ple grapefruit drink and coffee. 
The second meal will contain

astronauts 


.predetermined menu by means

I material. "Velcro" is a nylon 
hooked material which mates to 
a similar textured material on 
the spacecraft wall

yn* the food, it acts as a 


holding device which keeps the 
food packs from floating in 
space. 


Unlike other missions, Apollo 


11 will carry pre-planned menus 
for only the first five days of 
the flight. For the duration of 
toe flight, the astronauts may 
select individual food 
items 


from a pantry. Pantry items 
are foods which are not assem- 
bled by means but merely 
packaged in categories such as: 
Desserts, Beverages, Breakfast 
Items, 
Bite-size 
Cubes 
and 


Salads and Meats, the pantry 
system enables the astronauts 
to select at random whatever 
food item they desire. 


Other pantry items include: 
Rehydratable dessert items: 


banana 
pudding, 
butterscotch 


pudding, applesauce and choco- 
late pudding.

orange drink, orange grapefruit 
drink, pinapple gratefruit drink, 
grapefruit drink, grape drink, 
grap punch, cocoa and coffee.
